BUSINESS MEN FAVOR T H E USE 


OF S T A T E M IL IT IA TO Q U E L L 


T H E DISORDERS. 


Chicago, 
May 
4.—Rioting 
in 
the 
streets during the day was so prolong­ 
ed and of so fierce a 
character that 
many 
of tho leading business 
men 
have 
con cl od'Mi that 
thoro will 
bo 
nob hor peace in the city nor safety for 
its business interests until 
the state 
militia has been called out to restore 
order. 
A committee 
of members of 
the 
employers’ 
association left 
for 
Springfield during tho day to confer 
with Governor Boneen and to request 
him to give orders to the state* troops. 
The labor unions have several rep­ 
resentatives at the state capitol and it 
is likely that they will also be heard 
before any action is taken by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Chief of Police O ’Neill says he 
is confide nt that he has control of the 
situation and 
can keep peace 
in the 
city. 
Mayor Dunne 
supports him in 
this view and has declared that iii his 
opinion the emergency has not arisen 
requiring the presence of troops. 
On the other hand the business men 
point to the long list of injured which 
m arked the rioting of Tuesday arni the 
great num ber who were hurt Wednes­ 
day, and declare 
that this alone is 
sufficient proof that the police are not 
sufficiently strong to cope wdth the sit­ 
uation. 
No complaint is made against 
the police department, for the officers 
have dispersed every mob with which 
they have come in contact and have 
guarded wagons night and day with 
the 
greatest vigilance. 
But 
despite 
their utm ost efforts 
the fighting con­ 
tinues in the streets and is, if possible, 
more vicious on each succeeding day. 


Unable to Prevent Attacks. 


W hile the police have been able to 
disperse mobs and guard wagons they 
have 
not been able 
to prevent 
the 
many attacks that are m ade on non­ 
union men in the business portion of 
the 
city alone. 
The 
situation, 
the 
business men claim, will be tenfold 
worse when express wagons and retail 
delivery wagons are 
sent to remote 
parts of the city. 
Mayor Dunne was emphatic in his 
declaration at night th at he will not 
acquiesce in any call 
for outside as­ 
sistance in preserving 
order and in­ 
tim ated that he will strongly oppose 
any attem pt to secure armed protec­ 
tion. 
He takes the position that Chi­ 
cago m ust first exhaust every possible 
resource before it can stand before the 
world and admit that peace and order 
cannot 
be 
preserved 
in the 
city’s 
streets. 
Despite the orders of Mayor Dunne 
and- the prohibition of the city council 
many wagons of the concerns against 
w’hich 
strikes were 
declared 
were 
handled during the day by men armed 
with rifles and shotguns. 
The first rifle shot fired during the 
strike went whizzing through a crowd­ 
ed thoroughfare. 
The shot was fired 
by a guard on a wagon of the United 
States Express company while it was 
passing through a crowd of strike sym­ 
pathizers at the intersection of State 
and Randolph streets. 
In driving past 
the corner 
the driver of the 
wagon 
reined his horses up suddenly. A guard 
within the wagon poked his head in­ 
stantly from the w*agon and, seeing a 
street 
car 
conductor 
stooping 
as 
though to throw a missile, pulled the 
rifie’s trigger without 
the slightest 
hesitation. 
No person was hit and it 
developed later that the conductor who 
narrowly escaped 
death was 
Intent 
solely on “throwing a switch.’’ 


Request Is Declined. 
The request of the employers made 
during the day that, the police be al­ 
lowed to ride en their wagons was de­ 
clined by the chief of police. 
Positive 
orders were issued that under no cir­ 
cum stances 
must the officers 
mount 
the wagons, and they will continue to 
m arch abreast of the wagons on the 
street, or keep along with them while 
walking on the sidewalks. 
One hundred and fifty wagons of the 
seven express companies went to and 
fro across the city during the day, in 
many instances completely unguarded 
and at no time under the supervision 
of m ore than one 
or two policemen. 
Every wagon carried a guard, some of 
whom were 
armed with 
W inchester 
rifles, and others carried heavy double- 
barreled shotguns. 
The guns were in 
plain evidence throughout the day and 
no attem pt was made to interfere with 
any of the express wagons. 
The trucks of the Scott Transfer com­ 
pany were also guarded in the same 
manner. 
The company transacted its 
business as though there had been no 
strike against it. 
Both sides made gains during the 
day and the result leaves them, about 


as evenly balanced as they were before. 
The 
accession to th e 
ranks 
of the 
team sters was made when a strike was 
declared 
against 
cho 
coal firm 
of 
Crerar, Clinc h & Co. T his concern em­ 
ploys several 
hundred men 
and de­ 
livers coal to a large* number of the 
most prominent office buildings in the 
city. 
One 
of the 
drivers was 
dis­ 
charged for refusing to make deliveries 
and the rest walked out at once. 
The gain for 
the employers’ asso­ 
ciation was made when the members 
ri&licfn, vftirb employs l 2C5> teams, de­ 
clared that deliveries would be mr*/.s 
to any place in tho city irrespective of 
strike 
con-litions. 
If drivers 
refuse 
they wlU be discharged. 
T he mob? that filled the streets in 
the business section 
during the day 
i/ere larger and uglier in disposition 
hail those 
of previous 
days. 
There 
was fighting in all sections of the down. 
town district throughout tho day and 
over a dozen 
tim, s the police 
were 
compelled to use their clubs, and the 
wagon guards who 
are armed with 
I cavy canes swung 
them whenever 
they were attached or thought an as­ 
sault was about to be made. 
In many 
cases these guards 
were not careful 
whom they hit and there were a num­ 
ber of persons who were knocked down 
simply because they happened to be 
the nearest men to a stalwart guard 
carrying a hickory club. 


Strikers Equally Indiscriminate. 
On the other hand the strikers and 
their friends wore equally Indiscrimi­ 
nate in assaulting people. 
There were 
a num ber of instances 
where mobs 
boarded street cars and wantonly at­ 
tacked people riding in them, giving 
as a reason later that they were strike 
breakers, when in fact they had noth­ 
ing whatever to do with 
tho trouble. 
W. Jamison and Edw ard Boswell, the 
latter a colored medical student, wore 
two sufferers in this 
direction. 
The 
mob thai boarded a State street car on 
which they were riding dragged them 
off and beat them unmercifully. W alter 
Norton, another colored 
man, while 
passing Van Buren and Market streets, 
was proclaimed to be a strike breaker 
and beaten almost to death. 
Up to 2 
a. rn. over 
a score of men had 
been 
taken to hospitals with all sorts of in­ 
juries. 
One of these, T. C. Carlson, a 
superintendent 
employed by 
Mont­ 
gomery Ward dr Co., may die. 
Carl­ 
son was in charge of the auto trucks 
of Montgomery W ard & Co. and was 
riding on th* first of a caravan of six 
m achines 
which 
was passing 
the 
team sters’ headquarters a t 274 Madi­ 
son street. 
While his attention was 
occupied by some of the machinery on 
one side of the auto truck he was rid­ 
ing in he was struck by a brick hurled 
from the window 
of the 
team sters’ 
headquarters. 
A large gash was cut 
In the side 
of his head and 
he sus­ 
tained 
a violent 
concussion 
of the 
brain. 
It 
is expected 
that his 
in­ 
juries will prove fatal. 


About Seventy-five Injured. 
Only the names of about twenty-five 
injured 
men could 
be learned 
and 
there w*ere fully twice as many who 
were injured in the various fights of 
the day and whose nam es could not 
be learned. 
In one fight at Harrison 
street, and Michigan avenue four men 
w ere knocked down by wagon guards 
and carried off by their friends. 
Simi­ 
lar occurrences were 
the rule when­ 
ever the police charged into a mob and 
the 
number of 
injured is 
probably 
.-Closer lo seventy-five than to twenty- 
five. 
A report wras cu rren t at night that 
President 
Shea 
of 
the 
team sters’ 
union had made overtures to the em­ 
ployers association looking toward a 
settlem ent of the strike. 
Shea’s proposition, it is said, was for 
the 
employers to 
reinstate all 
the 
union team sters now on strike with the 
exception 
of those who prior 
to the 
strike had been employed on wagons 
which have been taken 
over by the 
em ployers’ association. 
The employ­ 
ers, it is asserted, refused to consider 
the proposition in any manner, declar­ 
ing that they were of the opinion that 
the fight was practically won, and they 
would 
continue 
the fight 
until 
the 
team sters’ organization was broken up. 
A meeting of the employers’ associa­ 
tion was held at night 
at the Union 
League club and plans for calling on 
Governor Deneen for the state militia 
were discussed. 
After the meeting it. 
was said legal steps would at once be 
taken to bring state troops to Chicago.

At 2:20 o’clock the jury again enter­ 
ed the courtroom where the recorder 
and other court officials were in wait­ 
ing and the foreman announced that 
they had failed to agree on a verdict.

HEIRLOOM OF MOCH INTEREST 
The Beef Industry in Crow Win?. 


E d i t o r s D i s p a t c h : 
I learned yesterday with regret that 
tho business men of Brainerd were 
abandoning the plan of putting up a 
beet factory here because of uncertainty 
as to the possibility of beets being rais­ 
ed on tho soil of our county. 
I hope it 
will not be resented as an intermeddling 
if I assure all concerned that there is 
no more doubt of this county being able 
to grow good sugar beets or any other 
kind of root crop in paying quantities 
and quality than there is of growing 
sand burrs. 
As one w ho for many years 
has maintained a scientific interest in 
an old love, that of agriculture in all its 
branches, I would venture all I possessed, 
had I the money, alone in the beet in­ 
dustry. 
As an illustration, not especial­ 
ly prepared for this occasion, I send you 
a sample of half sugar beet grown last 
year under the most discouraging con­ 
ditions and which is now as sweet and 
fresh as if only pulled yesterday. 
While 
I have no sympathy with th at codo 
some men follow of taking unfair ad ­ 
vantage of another in the great game, 
yet it is not only legitimate but wise to 
sieze an opportunity when it stands 
waiting for the taking. 
And tho mis­ 
fortune of the St. Louis factory can be 
turned, if taken at the opportune mo­ 
ment, which is NOW, to tho great ad 
vantage of the local interests. 
Take 
time by the forelock; send out your ad­ 
vertisements to the farmers to go ahead 
and seed their contemplated fields with 
sugar beets; guarantee to take all they 
can raise; put up your factory: put in an 
expert corps of sugar makers, have sat­ 
isfactory terms with the railway man 
agement and by fall you will be doing a 
business that other firms have had to 
work up by years of hard toil and slow 
growth. 
And why not at the same time 
consider the putting in of a starch fac­ 
tory? This could be made to m anufac­ 
ture not only starch but dried or evap 
orated potatoes 
quite a market for this 
and even other fruits, which in time 
would grow into a paying canning fac­ 
tory for corn, tomatoes and small fruits. 
Things of this kind will do more to build 
up Brainerd and tho county than ten 
saw mills. 
Yours for the best interests 
of the city and country, 
And to the farmers permit mo to 
suggest, go ahead and experiment this 
season anyway. 
On you rests the proof; 
give it this year. 
Your beets will pay 
you as food for your stock, but remem­ 
ber that you will have the best results 
on prepared soil. 
On no crop can you 
have the fullest results with 
green 
manure. 
Have your fields for hoe crops 
prepared the year before. 
Thorough 
tillage, clover sod, rotted compost, good 
seed and timely culture are essentials 
for good, paying crops. 
Of this more 
some other time. 
WTith the editor’s per­ 
mission I will now’ and again, in a spe­ 
cial corner, give you some gleanings on 
this and other topics of interest to farm­ 
ers. 
But go ahead and sow at least half 
an acre this year on your best prepared 
soil. 
You will then have served an ap­ 
prenticeship which w ill enable you with 
confidence in yourself and your land to 
undertake the full responsibility of beet 
raising another year. 
This factory will 
supply you with pulp for your cows. 
Have a good share of the herd fresh in 
the fall so that you can utilize the best 
roots or pulp for your milch cows during 
the winter and so keep the creamery 
busy all the year and your income grow­ 
ing tho year rotund. 
Why work all sum ­ 
mer to eat it up during the winter when 
you can do a paying business all the year 
round. 


h av e made application to take the ex­ 
amination will be informed direct from 
the civil service board at Washington of 
the date.

ARE ESTABLISHED 
In the W ay of a Corset 
Handed Down in 


Family of Miss Clara Fuller, of the 


H. F. Michael Company 
An old corset, thought to have been 
manufactured about 155 years ago, is on 
exhibition in the ll. P. Michael com­ 
pany show windows and it is attracting 
considerable attention. 
The corset is 
the property of Mrs. T. W* Lockwood,of 
Parkerville, Wis„ an aunt of Miss Clara 
Puller, who is with the ll. P. Michael 
company. 
It was made in tin; year I 750 
as near a's can be learned. 
The corset is made of homespun linen 
and the stays are of sticks whittled out 
of hickory. 
It is bound at the top and 
bottom and where both ends meet with 
buckskin and the strings are of tho 
same material. 
One of the unique features of this gear 
is what was known in early days as the 
corset board. This is a small piece of 
thin wood about four inches wide and 
12 inches long and in early days was 
worn 
in the front 
to produce 
tho 
straight breast. This corset was made 
for Mrs. T. W. Lockwood’s grandmother 
and tho board was made by Lockwood 
for his wife before they were married. 
It was considered in those days a great 
compliment to have a young man make 
a corset board for his lady friend. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lockwood were people 
who paid much attention to dress and 
this corset represents one of the best of 
its kind in that day.

BRAINERD 
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SAVAGES AND BRUTES. 


O d d 
A l t i t u d e o f lit** 
P r i m i t i v e M a n 
T om 
r*l Al l A n i m a l * . 
For the prim itive savage anim als are 
mysterious, problem atic 
beings, pos­ 
sessed of a wide know ledge of tho 
tilings of nature. 
They know much 
m ore th an they are ready to tell us. In 
some w ay or another by tile aid of 
senses m uch more refined th an ours 
and by telling to each other all that 
they notice In their ram bles aud flights 
they know everything for miles around. 
And If a m an lins been “ju s t” tow ard 
them they will w arn him of a coming 
danger, as they w arn each other, but 
they will take no heed of him if he 
bas not been straig htfo rw ard In his 
actions. Snakes and birds (tile owl is 
a leader of the snakes), m am m als and 
insects, lizards and fishes—all under­ 
stan d each other and continually com­ 
m unicate their observations to one a n ­ 
other. 
Inside this vast brotherhood there 
are, of course, th** still closer brother­ 
hoods of beings “of one blood.” 
The 
monkeys, the bears, the wolves, the 
elephants and tile rh In a eroses, most 
rum inants, the bares n . ^ most of the 
rodents, the crocodiles, and so on, per­ 
fectly know their own kin, and they 
will not tolerate any one of their rela­ 
tives to be slaughtered by m an w ithout 
taking in one w ay or another honest 
revenge. 
This conception m ust have 
had an extrem ely rem ote origin. 
Even now when a savage is hunting 
be is bound to respect certain rules of 
propriety tow ard the anim als, and he 
m ust perform certain expiatory cere­ 
monies a fte r his hunt. 
M ost of these 
cerem onies are rigorously enacted even 
now adays in the savage clans, especial­ 
ly as regards those species considered 
the allies of man. 
It is well know n th a t tw o m en be­ 
longing to tw o different clans or tribes 
can become brothers by m ixing the 
blood of tho tw o obtained from small 
Incisions m ade for th a t purpose, but 
It w as also quite habitual for m an to 
en te r Into brotherhood w ith some ani­ 
mal. 
T he tales continually m ention it 
An anim al asks a hu n ter to spare it, 
and if the hu n ter accedes to the de­ 
m and tile tw o become brothers. 
And 
then the monkey, the bear, the doe, the 
bird, the crocodile or the bee—any one 
of the sociable anim als—will take all 
possible care of the m an brother in the 
critical circum stances of his life, send­ 
ing his or ber anim al brothers of dif­ 
ferent tribes to w arn him or help him 
out of a difficulty. 
And if the w a rn ­ 
ing conies too late or is m isunderstood 
and he loses his life they all will try 
to bring bim back to Ufo, and lf they 
fall they will take due revenge, ju st as 
lf tho m an bad been one of their own 
kin. 
W hen I journeyed in Siberia I w as 
often struck, w ithout und erstanding It, 
with tin* care which my T ungus or 
Mongol would take not to uselessly 
kill any animal. The fact Is th a t every 
life Is respect od by a savage, or, rather, 
It w as before he cam e in contact with 
Europeans. 
If lie kills an anim al, It is 
for food or for clothing, b u t he does 
not destroy life, as the w hites do, for 
the m ere excitem ent of the slaughter. 
True, the rial Indians have done that 
with the buffaloes, but it w as only a f t­ 
er they had been for a long tim e In 
contact w ith tile whites and had got 
from them tile rifle and the quick firing 
revolver. 
Of course there are rascals 
am ong the anim als—the hyena, for in­ 
stance, or the shrew m ouse or the man 
enting tiger, but these do not count; 
they are outlaw s. As to the g reat ani­ 
mal world as a whole, savage children 
are tau g h t to respect It and see In It 
an extension of their ow n k i n —Prince 
K ropotkin In Nineteenth Century.
